Document 1 describes (1) a feature wherein a polymer compound film and an inorganic barrier film 
covering the said polymer compound film are used as a sealing layer of an organic EL display panel, and 
specifically, (2) a technology of forming "silicon nitride oxide" (claim 3) as the organic barrier film by means 
of "sputter or plasma CVD" (claim 6), (3) a technology of using "poly-pala-xylylene" as the polymer compound 
([0043]), and (4) a technology of using a "plastic substrate" as the substrate ([0028]). 

Document 2 (the claims, [0013]-[0018] and figures) describes a feature wherein an organic protection 
film composed of a poly-pala-xylylene resin is formed for a sealing layer of an organic EL display panel by 
means of CVD, and the edge parts of the organic protection film and the surface of the substrate around those 
edges are covered with an inorganic film. 

It would have been obvious to a person skilled in the art to apply document 2 to document 1. 
Claim 7 

The subject matter of claim 7 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1, 2 and 
5 cited in the ISR. 

An over-coating layer in document 5 corresponds to an inorganic barrier film on the side of the substrate 
in claim 7 of the present application. 

It would have been obvious to a person skilled in the art to apply documents 2 and 5 to document 1.
